He said : " ft is vital that the Government should not only own but operate 
the railway, because NO OTHER WAY CAN YOU GUARANTEE THAT THE TRAFFIC WILL GO THROUGH A CANADIAN OUTLET. We are spending the money, and we are 
getting nothing for it."

According to tho 
Associated Cress' informant, M. Del- 
casse at once suggested an enquiry to 
establish the facts through nn interna- 
tional commission under The Hague 
convention, offering the suggestion simul- 
taneously to both governments, through 
Ambassador Camhon to Foreign Mill- ■ 
ister Lansdowne, and Secretary Bouti- 
rou, in Ambassador Bouipart's absence, 
to Count Lnmsdorff. 

The idea found instant favor both 
here and in London, nnd Thursday night 
the British and Russian propositions, 
identical in effect, crossed each other 
on tihe way to the respective capitals. 
There was, however, this difference be- 
tween them, Lansdowne's Instructions 
to Ambassador Hardinge authorized hini 
to submit the proposition on behalf of 
the British government, whereas Count 
Ltunsdorff's instructions were tentative 
and rather in tlie nature of a feeler, as 
Count Lamlsdwir, olnhcugh lie knew 
the Emperor was favorable to the plan, 
had not yet Secured the absolute con- 
sent of His Majesty, to whom lie ar- 
ranged to submit the matter finally on 
Friday afternoon. In the meantime, on 
Friday morning, the British propositions 
duly reached the Russian foreign min- 
ister at Tsnrzkooselo, and Friday af- 
t, in, ion the Emperor gave ihis hearty 
approval. Tentative instructions had 
been cabled lo Ambassador Benckea- 
doiffi at London the previous night, and 
while waiting to return to St. Peters- 
burg, Count Lnmsdorff cabled Ambassa- 
dor BeiickendoifT specific authorization 
in I lie mime Of His Majesty. 

The I!i-itish proposition, presented 
earlier in the day, remained unanswer- 
ed. Exactly what transpired in Lon- 
don when Ambassador Benckendorff pre- 
sented the Russian proposition in alia 
name of Emperor Nicholas is not known, 
except that Foreign .Minister Luusdowno 
din not insist upon tlie question of pre- 
cedence, appreciating, doubtless, that 
Russia, being figuratively the offending 
party, had I he better right to offer to 
submit the determination of -the facta 
lo an impartial tribunal. The JOinpei-or'a 
proposition, settling the mutter in prin- 
ciple, was t'liereal'l er accepted and the 
same evening Count Benckendorff. tele- 
graphed Foreign Minister Lnmsdorff.

The Rus- 
sian consul general here said to the 
Associated Tress that he was not aware 
that there was any question of replacing 
the admiral, and that he did not be- 
lieve such a proposition had ever been 
raised. 1 i 

The admiral was interviewed Inter 
in the day and said that he could say 
nothing at present about the Nortli Sea 
inquiry at Vigo. Ten battleships and 
cruisers, he said, were now at Tangiers. 
but the remainder of his lleet would 
stay at Vigo until further orders from 
Sr. Petersburg. In conclusion, the ad- 
miral reasserted the absolute truth of 
bis version Of the -trawler incident. 

There are five British warships cruis- 
ing off Vigo, evidently keeping an eye 
on the Russian vessels here. 

The Spanish foreign olliee has given 
out a statement to the effect that Rlis-I 
sia has asked Spain's permission for the 
ships of Admiral ltojestvensky's squad- 
ron to remain in Vigo until the investi- 
gation of the North sea affair shall have, 
been concluded. Spain, according to the 
ollk-ial statement, consulted with the 
representatives of the powers, who gave! 
their approval. The authorization, how- 
ever, applies only to Russian vessels j 
now at Vigo. 

The British yacht Ventura is in this 
port and appears to bo watching the 
movements of the Russian squadron.

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WATCHIKU IMMIGRANTS. 

Undesirables Will Not Be Allowed to 
lieach Canada at 1'aciiic I'orts. 

Undesirable immigrants coining across 
the Pucilie will not be allowed to enter 
Cuunda through the port of Vancouver, 
says the News-Advertiser. Dr. J. A. £.. 
McAIpiiic has been appointed inspector 
for the enforcement of the provisions of 
the net passed by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, and visits all the ships bring- 
ing passengers from across the ocean. 

This act has been enforced on the At- 
lantic Coast, and it was owing to flio 
conditions at Vancouver that the Do- 
minion Government appointed Dr. Mr- 
Alpine to exclude all those not desir- 
able. Ho has been actio- for a Ulolll h 
or six weeks. Hitherto the only inspec- 
tors at this port were those enforcing 
the enactment of the Governmem of the 
United States, and all the immigrants 
they did not pass were left in Canada. 
The result bus been that large uumbeis 
of people from China and Japan bound 
for the United States have remained 
oyer hero. Now, however. Dr. McAI- 
pine takes them in hand first, nnd if the 
immigrants are not desirable lie bos 
power to order them deported. In such 
instances the American officials have 
nothing to do with the immigrants. 
When Dr. McAlplne pusses them, then 
"Uncle Sam's" inspectors may make 
their examination. 

The jurisdicti if the> Dominion 

Government inspector is extensive; and 
immigrants undesirable in any way may- 
be excluded. It rests altogether with 
the discretion -,f the official, l'aupers 
or people likely to become public charges 
or those affected with chronic or loath- 
some diseases may be deported. 

It is very probable that the net may 
be enforced in regard to coasting ves- 
sels. It is well known that many immi- 
grants of the worst class come iiito this 
Province through this port from the 
Sound cities particularly, but under 
present conditions the enforcement of 
the act does not apply to them. Dr. 
McAJpine said last evening that, while 
he could not definitely state, he be- 
lieved that shortly he would be author- 
ized to extend his jurisdiction nnd in- 
spect all passenger carrying boats enter- 
ing the port of Vancouver. Inspection

Prince Albert. There is no good reason 
to doubt, however, that a very large 
portion of this immense territory will 
eventually be covered with small vil- 
lages and towns, thai ,i considerable 
portion of the land will come under cul- 
tivation and that countless herds of 
lenses, cattle, sheep, etc., will be raised. 
There are also very extensive coal de- 
posits and precious metals of all kinds. I 
fancy that the agricultural develop- 
ments will precede the full exploration 

of toe mineral wealth, but all the re- 
sources of the country will yet be de- 
veloped, I am told that the finest lish 
in the world are to be found in the 
tiortneru lakes of the Saskatchewan and 
Mackenzie river country and thnt a ooni- 
pnny is already organized to carry on 
tisliing operations.

shall ln> expended In every year from and 
lifter three years from the date of union, 
In actually constructing the Initial sec- 
tions of such railway from the seaboard 
of British Columbia to connect with tho 
railway system tif Canada."

CANADA'S CONTRIRUTION TO DE- 
FENCE. 

Sir— In your issue of the "litli Inst, you 
mention thai the Canadian Club of Tor- 
onto had been discussing the question as 
to what Canada should do for the British 
liuvy, and that they had suggested that 
a start lie made by building one warship In 
Canada, to In- manned and maintained by 
Canadians. 

'I'll" sentiment prompting the foregoing 
must, I'm sure, be very pleasing lo a'l 
'Britishers, and I know of no better time 
ami opportunity than the present for its 
execution. 

'I'o an outsider, I lie apathy and Indiffer- 
ence of Canada as regards the quality and 
efficiency of the boats owned by hor for 
enforcing her maritime and revenue laws' 
has been somewhat remarkable. 

On the Great Lakes, for Instance, the 
Canadian revenue cutters would make 
very good steam pinnaces for the Ameri- 
can boats doing similar duty there; the 
same also applies to the merchant mar- 
ine, and if now it is the Intention to build 
a warship, let us hope It will be one that 
a'l Canadians will be proud of. 

Sonic ten or dfteeu years ago, the Aus- 
tralian government, also the British In- 
dian government, appropriated . a flxed 
amount for the building of warships lu 
Great Britain for the defence of the afore- 
said countries. A very commendable ami 
wise undertaking, as it would be it nice 
thing for both the aforesaid countries, as 
well as for Or eat Britain, if la case of war 
they could look after their own defence; 
but if Canada is to have a navy, let us 
hope that it will be built up by Canadians 
for Canada. 

There nro many who will say, why 
should Canada build warships, when they 
can buy them so much cheaper In L'»g- 
lond? Let these remember what Abraham 
Lincoln said to his secretary of the navy, 
Mr. Seward, when the latter wanted to 
order several monitors In Great Britain, 
In cause, as he said, the.y could be pur» 
chased there for so much less than thev 
could be built In the U. S. A. Lincoln re- 
plied In his characteristic manner, some- 
what as follows: If you order the ships In 
England, you will have the ships, and they 
will have tin- money; but If you build the 
boats at home, you will have both the 
■ hips and the money. A lesson yet to be 
learnt by both Canadians and Britishers. 

But why should Canada leave such an 
Important question In the hands of the 
Canadian Club'.' Surely It Is of suflicient 
Importance to deserve the consideration of 
the best minds In tho Canadian parliament. 
I: is a question worthy of the consider- 
ation of every resident in Canada, and the 
matter should not rest until there are at 
least four representative warships — two 
for tile I'aeltie and two for the Atlantic- 
manned by Canadians, and to he used ab- 
solutely for tlie defence of Canada. 

Tlie cost of four such boats would hard- 
ly lie felt by I he taxpayers of this conn 
try and could In- both built and armed In 
this country.

In 1801 ami lS'JG Sir Wilfred was just 
«s eloquent oil the boards at Massey 
Hall. Each of these times ho bad a 
different set of schemes, and for each 
one of them lie was equally eloquent 
in IS'.ll and in 1890. Hut time has re- 
volved, mid when it came up to 1800, 
lo! and behold, the schemes and poli- 
tics about which he so eloquently 
spoke in 1S01 had been relegated to 
the background, had been abandoned.

Adoring husbands do not hesi- 
tate to inflict upon their beloved wives 
a needless humiliation, amounting in the 
experience of supersensitive women to 
suffering which" i.s almost torture. The 
woman does not live who enjoys asking 
her husband fur money and rendering 
to him an account Of the way in which 
she spends what lie gives her, whether

DENTISTS O.N THE BLL'H LIGHT. 

Consular reports filed with the Statu 
Department at Washington announce 
successful experiments in the use of 
blue light us a local a lies the tic. Prof. 
Uedard of Geneva, Switzerland, i.s cred- 
ited with the discovery, which, he says, 
will revolutionize dentistry. 

That tinted rays of light affect the 
nerves directly, as do cocaine and many 
other local anesthetics that have long 
been in successful use, i.s not believed 
either by dentists who make a specialty 
of local anesthetization or by physicians 
who limit their practice to unestlietsitl. 

Dr. J. T. Vnder of the facility of the 
Pennsylvania l'olh-ge uf Dental Surgery, 
wi.n InifS made a great number ol orig- 
inal experiments with local eiiestbetics, 
said recently: "In my opinion, nothing 
lias been discovered liy Professor, lte- 
dard. He has devised a clever trick, 
which might be very properly desig- 
nated "suggestive anesthesia.' I know 
that music of a certain character has 
soni lied the nerves of putii.-iit.-i Id such 
an extent that they were unconscious 
ol the pain incideni to the extracting of 
a tooth. I also kimw that the same 
music would have irritated other pa- 
tients, so much that the operation would 
have been impossible. There is nothing 
tn it but the suggestion. 1 notice, thai 
home western dentist claimed the honor 
o£ having discovered the nerve-soothing 
qualities of music. 

"For years I have kept a tiny mirror 
hung at an angle ill front of my oper- 
ating chair. With a susceptible patient 
in the chair, I have been able to induce 
a semblance of seJf-sypnotism by having 
the patient gaze steadily into the mir- 
ror, which reflected the sunlight, daz- 
zled the eye and resulted in n degree of 
lorn! anesthesia. It's all suggestion. 
Professor Uedard goes a step further. 
He put.s his patient in a darkened room 
and exposes the eye to a blue light of 
sixteeu-candlo power for three or four 
minutes, assuring him that the light 
r;.'.\s will banish pain precisely as would 
cocaine, without any of cocaine's had 
after effects. Here' we have the prin- 
ciple of suggestion attended with a few 
•property" effects, but, 1 contend, noth- 
ing more than the men suggestion." 

Dr. .!. Wyllis Hassler, formerly lec- 
turer nn anesthetics at the Hahnemann 
Medical College, had heard of Professor 
Hed'iird's experiments and reported dis- 
coveries, but attached no great import- 
ance to them, saying: "The blue-light 
nr blue-glass theory is not only not new, 
but it is unite old. There is something 
novel in its application by Professor 
•Uedard, I recall similar experiments 
•>>• i he hue Colonel Pleasnnton, who 
hud a room fit toil up like a conservatory, 
in which blue glass was used entirely. 
iHe claimed, and many persons testified, 
that the rays of light filtered through 
these blue window lights cured rheu- 
matism and many other ills. 

"The same sort of testimony may be 
had as- to the etlleacy or tin- absent 
treatment, faith cure, Christian science, 
aid scores of other cures that depend 
upon a slate of mind for results. 

"As a matter of fact. the. pulling of 
a tooth is always attended with pain, 
•and 8111*1) will probably always be the 
case. As soon nfl the effect of the local 
anesthetic used dies away pnln ensues. 
Much of the pain is imagined, anyway, 
just as f!0 per cent, of nil the people 
who claim to be sick are only lazy."— 
Philadelphia Public -Ledger.

he declared in bis newspaper, Defriehcur. 
And he added: "We do not '..ire a tig 

for tl,,. Rludlsll colonies. . . We

RESISTED THE NATIONAL POLICY. 

At the same time tliere arose a great 
demand for a protective policy. Mr. Lau- 
der sat in the Government to which the 
industries of Canada appealed for relief. 
He supported Sir Richard Cartwilght 
when that gentleman told the producers of 
Canada, who asked for protection, "to go 
to the devil." Sir John Macdonahl pleaded 
with the Government for n sane policy, 
and when It finally refused to net he plead- 
ed witli the country. On that memorable 
night In September, 1S7S, Canada went 
Wild with joy because the people bad de- 
clared for a National Policy; another great 
step towards the making ot Canada against 
which Lnurier hud fought. 

But the struggle did not end there. In 
Parliament and out of Parliament tlio Lib- 
erals, and Lnurier among them, still fought 
tue National Policy. They advocated free 
trade until they convinced themselves, for 
the time, of tlie folly of the idea. Then 
Lnurier came to the front with his pro- 
gramme of unrest rict eil reciprocity with 
the Culled States. It drove Edward Blake 
away from the LllK'ral party. II was de- 
nounced by Oliver Mount. Lnurier made 
I- the Liberal battle cry, though it meant 
the unmaking of Canada, hut ii was r< 
b eted by the people. 
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French race." Hut Sir Wilfrid's efforts to 
stir up his race iigiilnst Confederation fail- 
ed, and the making of Canada proceeded 111 
spite of him. 

In those days Canada was a small coun- 
try, ami Sir John Macdonahl desired to 
make It greal and grand. While Lnurlcr 
was fighting Sir John, the old chieftain 
secured for us the vnst territories of the 
West 'this was a great step toward tho 
making of Canada. It was accomplished In 
spite of the hostility or Lnurier, and after- 
wards Western Canada was held by Can- 
adians against rebellion, In spite of the 
open sympathy of our present Premier tvlth 
the rebels. 

FOUGHT AGAINST THE C. P. R. 

Then came the need of a transcontinental 
railway. It was required to open up tlie 
West and to keep faith with British Co- 
lumbia, which threatened to secede If we 
failed to live up to the terms of Con- 
federation. Never was any project fought 
more violently and more hltterlv tlinn Wil- 
frid Lnurier. and the Liberals of those 
days resisted the Canadian Pacific Hall- 
way. They had no faith In Canada. The 
truffle of the country, they declared, would 
not pay for the axle-grease required for 
the railway. They predicted that the ven- 
ture would end in two streaks of rust 
across the continent. Throurh nil this 
campaign Mr. Lnurier opposed the making 
of Canada. He favored the scheme of 
having the railway cars transported In 
flnr-boltbm boats up the hikes. But, again, 
In spile of short-sightedness and 1 hostility, 
the milking of Caniida proceeded under the

A few locks only ri mnined to he finished. 
Cor the develoj nt of agriculture experi- 
mental farms had been established, clever 
men had been brought to Canada to teach 
us the art of butter mid cheese manufac- 
ture, cold storage had been provided Tor 
transportation to the markets of the world. 

Two things remained to he done lo carry- 
out thje. plans already well matured. On;' 
was the establishment of n fast Atlantic 
service. The retiring Government left a 
draft contract awaiting signature to make 
It binding. Sir Wilfrid tore IIP the con- 
trad nod has never done illy thing since. 
Another thing to be grappled with was 
the arrangement of a mutual preference 
with England. The movement was well ad- 
vanced. A conference had been called. 
Sir Wilfrid hud pledged himself to get a 
preference. He went to England, told; the 
people we desired no preference, urged 
them to stick to free trade, mid, so fur 
as he was able to do, killed the project. 

This la the record of the man who lias 
the amusing assurance to tell us now that 
he has discovered that he made Canada.
